MR. F. L. T. BARLOW’S SPEECH 


The Annual General Meeting of Wiggins, Teape & Co. (1919) 
Ltd. was held on 22nd inst. in London. Mr. F. L. T. Barlow 
presided and said :— 


The year 1940, especially the latter half, has been most difficult 
for the Paper Industry. As you doubtless know, a high propor- 
tion of the raw material of the industry consisted of wood pulp, 
imported largely from Scandinavia, and Esparto grass imported 
from the North Coast of Africa. The German invasion of 
Denmark and Norway sealed the Baltic, while the entry of Italy 
into the war and the defeat of France practically ended the 
importation of Esparto. As for the alternative source of supply 
of wood pulp from the North American continent, you can 
understand the effect that the Battle of the Atlantic has had in 


reducing importation of such supplies as could be acquired. 


The result of this drastic curtailment of raw material supplies 
necessitated the rationing of paper by the Ministry of Supply 
Paper Control, with the inevitable result of a reduction in pro- 
duction. As a consequence, some of the machines in the mills 


owned by our group of companies have had to be shut. 


As explained in the Directors’ Report, the internal reserves 
have been substantially increased during the year in order to 
write down the valuations of our paper stocks and to strengthen 
our general reserves for Bad Debts. In addition to this, we have 
had to provide for War Damage Insurance. All these provisions 
your Directors consider it prudent to make, but unfortunately 
they are not allowable deductions for taxation purposes. Such 


provisions have, therefore, to be made out of taxed profits.

INDEX NUMBERS OF WHOLESALE 
TRADING IN TEXTILES 

In the following table are given the index numbers of 
wholesale trading in textiles im July, with comparative 
figures for earlier periods, the index numbers relating to 
(1) the Home trade, (2) the Export trade and (3) the total 
for Great Britain, based on average monthly sales in 1937 = 
100. The figures, which are compiled by the Wholesale 
Textile Association in collaboration with the Bank of 
England, do not include the turnover of all the wholesale 
textile houses, but practically all the important houses in 
the large centres of distribution are normally contributors. 
The particulars relate to all classes of textile goods, including 
wearing apparel for men, women and children, as well as 
furnishings, and in computing the value of sales the purchase 
tax has been omitted. In view of the appreciable rise in 
price which has occurred for a number of textile goods 
since the outbreak of war, the figures should not be taken 
as representing the volume of goods sold. 

Owing to war-time disturbances the sample has become 
less representative than it used to be. The index numbers 
tend to be too high as a measure of the total trade of the 
country because they make no allowance for the reduced 
sales of firms which have failed to send in returns as a result 
of enemy action. 

There is normally a considerable fall in the index between 
June and July, but this year it was greater than in any 
previous one. Sales in July bore roughly their normal 
relationship to the average of January to May, but sales in 
June had been abnormally high, partly because of the 
beginning of the new quota period under the Limitation of 
Supplies (Miscellaneous) Order, and partly because of the 
special deliveries to small shops made at the beginning of 
the clothing rationing scheme.

EXPORT CONTROL 
EXPORT OF GOODS (CONTROL) (No. 29) 
ORDER 
The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 29) Order, 1941, which will come into force 
on 11 September 1941 (8. R. & O. 1941 No. 1247, price 1d.). 
Under the terms of this Order licences will, in future, be 
required to export the following classes of goods to (i) all 
destinations :— 
(i) Glue and size. 
Glue stock and pieces suitable for making glue (including hide 
cuttings and skin waste). 
Leaf and foil of non-ferrous metals and alloys thereof, in all 
forms and whether or not backed with other material. 
Barographs. 
Barometers, aneroid. 
Antimony sulphides. 
Nicotinic acid. 
Potassium ferricyanide. 
Potassium ferrocyanide. 
Sodium ferrocyanide. 
and (ii) certain specified destinations : 


(ii) Fluorspar. 

The following classes of goods, the exportation of which 
was previously prohibited to certain destinations only, will 
now require licences for all destinations :— 

Woollen and worsted yarns, including those containing other 
materials. 

Ascorbic acid (Vitamin C) and its preparations. 

Insulin. 

Insulin protamine with zinc. 

The existing licensing requirements with respect to 
vitamins, casein and ships’ hulls are superseded by the 
provisions that licences will, in future, be required to 
export vitamin A, vitamin Bl, vitamin C (ascorbic acid) 
and vitamin D, including concentrations, solutions and 
preparations thereof ; casein and plastic materials derived 
therefrom, whether plain or pigmented, in the form of 
powder, granules, sheets, strips, blocks, rods or tubes ; and 
ships and ships’ hulls, except ships proceeding abroad under 
their own power, respectively. 

It is made clear that the prohibition in respect of glass 
phials (vials), bottles and tubular containers made from 
tubing does not tnclude test-tubes and that the prohibition 
in respect of glass tubing is limited to tubing of a wall 
thickness less than 2 mm. 

The exception of seeds in paper envelopes from the 
prohibition relating to agricultural and horticultural seeds 
is withdrawn. 


EXPORTS TO CHINA 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 28) Order, 1941 (8S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1246, 
price 1d.), prohibiting as from 25 August the export of any 
goods, except under licence, to China, the Japanese Pacific 
Islands and Macao. The Order does not, however, apply 
to goods exported through the port of Rangoon for transit 
overland to China (by the Burma Road), and for such 
consignments export licences will in future only be required 
in the case of those goods for which export licences are 
required for all destinations abroad or for all destinations 
outside the British Empire respectively.

EXPORTS TO IRAN 


The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 30) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1260, 
price 1d.), prohibiting, as from 26 August, all exports to 
Iran except under licence. At the same time, all out- 
standing export licences for this destination have been 
revoked. 


CLAIMS AGAINST FINNISH SHIPS AND 
OWNERS 

Persons having claims against Finnish ships, shipowners 
or charterers are reminded that under the Cargoes and 
Claims (Information) Order (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 5 September 1940, page 150) they are required 
to report particulars to the Secretary, Enemy Shipping 
Claims Committee, Norman House, Strand, London, W.C.2. 
Persons not sending the required particulars are liable to 
penalties under the Defence Regulations. 


WAR RISKS INSURANCE ACT, 1939 (PART II) 
COMMODITY INSURANCE PREMIUM 


The Board of Trade have, with the approval of the 
Treasury, decided that, in respect of the period beginning 
3 September 1941 and ending 2 December 1941, the rate 
of premium payable under any policy of insurance issued 
under the Commodity Insurance Scheme shall continue to 
be at the rate of 7s. 6d. per cent. per month. Effect has 
been given to this decision by the War Risks (Commodity 
Insurance) (No. 4) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1243, 
price 1d.). 

WAR DAMAGE COMMISSION * 


PAYMENTS FOR WAR DAMAGE 
IN CERTAIN AREAS 


The War Damage Commission issued in the ‘‘ London Gazette ” 
of 19 August, a notice which affects the whole of the following 
areas: City and County of London; City of Birmingham ; 
City of Bristol; City of Coventry; City of Hull; City of 
Liverpool; City of Plymouth; City of Salford; City of 
Sheffield ; County Borough of Bootle; County Borough of 
Birkenhead ; County Borough of Southampton; County 
Borough of Swansea ; County Borough of Wallasey and Borough 
of Gosport. 

The notice is issued under Section 7 (2) of the War Damage 
Act, 1941, whereby provision is made for securing that the making 
of payments by the Commission in respect of war damage shall 
have regard to the public interest. The publication of the notice 
in the “‘ Gazette’ is, therefore, of great importance to all those 
with interests in war-damaged property, and particularly to 
those professiinally concerned with work on such properties, 
since upon them must, in practice, fall the responsibility, on 
behalf of their clients, for seeing that the requirements of the 
Act are complied with. 

The effect of the notice is that any person proposing to execute 
works of war damage repair in the area where the total ultimate 
cost will be more than £1,000, or ten times the net annual value 
of the hereditament, whichever is the less, must first inform 
the Commission. That body in its turn will consult the appro- 
priate Local and Planning Authorities to ascertain whether 
the carrying out of the proposed works would conform with 
their intentions regarding re-planning and other public interests. 
The price limits laid down will be strictly enforced, and the 
incurring of a larger expenditure than that named without prior 
notification to the Commission will render the person doing 
such works liable to forfeit the right to repayment by the 
Commission. If, therefore, there is a doubt whether the figure 
named will be exceeded, the proposed work should be notified 
to the Commission. 

Power is given to the Commission in such cases to impose 
requirements as to the nature of works, the materials to be used, 
and the time for their execution, and it may change a cost of 
works payment into a value (or total loss) payment in those 
cases where restoration of a building would be contrary to the 
public interest. In the case of buildings which have been totally 
destroyed the Commission is already empowered by the Act, 
without the previous publication of notices in the “ Gazette,” 
to attach conditions to the payments made, in order that the 
public interest may be observed. 

The powers conferred upon the Commission by the Act are 
exercisable only in direct relation to war damage, and the action 
which it has now notified is not to be confused with any steps

which may be taken with regard to “ reconstruction areas”’ as 
recommended in the Uthwatt Report, or with any measures 
decided upon by the authorities responsible for short or long- 
term planning. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES 
MATERIAL FOR REPAIRS TO BUILDINGS 


Linoleum and felt base floor covering may be supplied 
outside quota by certain registered traders, against a 
declaration certified by an Emergency Works Officer, that 
the goods are required for authorised repairs to buildings 
damaged by enemy action. Traders who may be so 
authorised are those registered under the Limitation of 
Supplies (Woven Textiles) (No. 7) Order, 1941,* and under 
the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 11) Order, 
1941.¢ This authorisation is given under a General Licence 
and Direction by the Board of Trade (S. R. & O. No. 1237, 
price 1d.). 

Forms of declaration, No. D.M.203, B.T.209, which must 
be completed in duplicate, may be obtained from the 
Industries and Manufactures Department 2, Board of Trade, 
Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth. 

The registered trader who supplies the materials is 
required to keep a separate record of goods supplied under 
the Licence, and, within seven days of the end of each 
month to send to the above address a record of the goods 
supplied and one copy of each declaration served on him.

The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1236, price 1d.) permitting persons 
registered under the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) 
(No. 11) Order, 1941, in respect of Class 2 to sell to the 
home market outside their quota gloves conforming to the 
following specification :—

RATIONED GOODS 


NEW PROVISIONS FOR MANUFACTURE AND 
SUPPLY ; 


To provide the clothing the public need at the prices they 
can afford is the purpose of the measures introduced by 
the Director General of Civilian Clothing. The pressure on 
supplies of labour and raw material would lead to shortages 
unless measures were taken to ensure the best use of the 
resources available. Utility clothing, therefore, is to have 
the first call on the available supplies and its production is 
to be stimulated by all possible means. 

The opportunity has been taken of simplifying the quota 


_control over supplies of clothing, the control being left as 


far as possible to coupon rationing. The rationed goods 
have all been brought within the scope of the new Limita- 
tion of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) Order (S. R. & O. 1941

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No. 1281), which-will be published next week. The obliga- 
tion to register is confined to manufacturers ; wholesalers 
and others have been released from this obligation, and as 
a result the goods they supply are no longer subject to 
quota restrictions. The quota control over woven goods 
is confined to cloth ; garments and household goods are no 
longer directly subject to these restrictions. 
SIMPLIFICATION IN LONG-TERM PLANS 

Hitherto the release of inexpensive cloths and garments from 
quota has been a provisional measure to stimulate the rapid 
supply of urgently needed goods. These arrangements are now 
extended. The new plans form a part of the long-term structure ; 
the new Order establishes the future scope of the supply of con- 
trolled and rationed goods on a simpler basis than before. 


WHOLESALERS RELEASED FROM QUOTA 


The Register of persons whose sales are controlled will in future 
be confined to manufacturers (including merchant converters) 
of woven and knitted cloth ; persons who manufacture hose and 
other garments on knitting machinery ; manufacturers of corsets, 
gloves, fur apparel, footwear and hand-knitting yarn. (Manu- 
facturers whose factories have been closed under concentration 
schemes will be retained on the Register.) 

Wholesalers need no longer limit their sales of cloth, apparel 
(except silk hose), and of household or other textiles. 


LARGE Quotas FoR Utimity CLOTH AND APPAREL 


Special quotas set out in paragraph 9 are allowed for certain 
cloths, hose and other knitwear needed to ensure an adequate 
flow of clothing of general utility, particularly in the lower ranges 
of price. Manufacturers will have to collect coupons except for 
the cloth which is exempt from coupons until 31 October 1941. 
A list of the hosiery items will be published shortly. 


MARKING OF Utinity CLoTH AND APPAREL 


Registered manufacturers will be required to label with the 
appropriate identification mark all the utility cloth and apparel 
which they supply. The mark will consist of a device with the 
addition of the specification number allotted to the particular 
type of goods. 

Makers-up will not be allowed to use marked cloths except 
for the production of the utility garments specified in the list, 
and will in turn be required to mark the garments in a similar 
manner. 

PRICE-CONTROL 


Prices of goods bearing the mark will be subject to special 
control. A further announcement will be made in the very near 
future. 

New Re&GISTRATION BY CLASSES 


The new Register, which will be published early in September, 
will show manufacturers and merchant converters. The rationed 
goods for which there are separate registrations are : 

A. Woven cloth. 

B. Knitted cloth, hose and other knitwear. 
C. Corsets, corset belts and brassieres. 

D. Gloves. 

E. Fur apparel. 

F. Footwear. 

G. Hand-knitting yarn. 

Household textiles (except in the piece) and garments made up 
from woven cloth will no longer be controlled by quota. 

Tue New Quotas 

The restriction periods for supplies of cloth and garments will 
begin on 8 September 1941 and end on 31 May 1942, the date on 
which the first year of coupon-rationing ends—a period of nearly 
nine months ; for footwear the restriction period will begin on 
1 November 1941. The quotas for these periods are as follows :-

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These quotas will be based on the year covering the standard 
periods previously adopted, namely, for woven cloth it will be 
the year to 31 March 1940, and for all other goods the year to 
31 May 1940. Since the quotas are based on a whole year’s 
trade and control supplies for a period of only nine months, their 
annual equivalents are one-third greater than the percentages 
shown above, for example, the annual equivalent of the aggregate 
wool cloth quota of 45 per cent. is 60 per cent. 

The general quotas are subject to the condition that not more 
than one-half is to be supplied before 1 January 1942. 

The quotas for woven cloth will be based on yardage, for boots 
and shoes on number, and for all other goods on value. 

The control of home civilian supplies of clothing under the 
quotas will be worked in close collaboration with the Controllers 
of raw materials. The full quotas are, of course, subject to raw 
material supplies being available. It is hoped it will prove 
possible in due course for raw material control, in respect of 
woven cloth and knitted fabric and garments, to replace control 
by quotas. 


SUPPLY WITHOUT RESTRICTION 


While furnishing fabrics and American cloth will remain under 
quota, some cloths, including black-out cloth dyed black, and 
approved window replacement fabrics, which are at present 
exempt from rationing will be included in a schedule of goods 
which may be supplied without quota restriction. Braces, 
garters, suspenders and headgear will be freed from quota control. 

Manufacturers may supply goods without regard to quota 
restriction as follows :— 


(a) to overseas customers ; 

(b) to other persons registered in the same Class ; 

(c) to Government Departments ; 

(d) to Local Authorities and other organisations at present 
entitled to unrestricted supplies. 

Provisions are also being made for the unrestricted supply of 
goods indirectly to these bodies, for indirect export, and to 
producers of certain essential goods, a list of which will be given 
in a Schedule to the Order. These arrangements will not require 
exporters and others to make application for individual licences, 


SURRENDER OF COUPONS 

As a result of the removal of wholesalers and makers-up from 
the Register, these traders will have to surrender coupons when 
obtaining goods from manufacturers. In order that they may 
have a sufficient float of coupons, they will be allowed to retain 
those which they have received since Consumer Rationing was 
introduced. Coupons already surrendered to the Board of Trade 
by these traders will be returned on application. 


OLD ORDERS SUPERSEDED 

The new Order controls the supply of woven and knitted cloth, 
stockings, socks and other knitwear, corsets and_brassieres, 
gloves, fur apparel, footwear and hand-knitting yarn. Thus it 
will supersede the existing Limitation of Supplies (Woven 
Textiles) (No. 7) Order, 1941, which was due to expire on 30 Sep- 
tember ; and also, in respect of Classes 1, 2, 3, 5, 18 and 19, the 
Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 11) Order, 1941, 
which is due to expire on 30 November. 


An EXPLANATORY PAMPHLET 
The Order will involve amendments to the Consumer Rationing 
Order and these will be made as soon as possible. An explanatory 
pamphlet giving full details of the new Limitation of Supplies 
Order and bringing up to date other information necessary to 
traders about rationing will shortly be published. 


RATIONING OF CLOTHING 
NURSES’ UNIFORMS 

Women without uniform who are becoming students or 
joining the nursing or probationary staff of Nursery Training 
Colleges, Nursery Schools and Day or Residential Nurseries 
may, as an interim measure, purchase rationed goods 
(including piece-goods) free of coupon. They must, however, 
give the shopkeeper a certificate (stating the articles they 
require), which must be signed by an officer of the institution 
concerned and countersigned by the Secretary of the 
National Council for Maternity and Child Welfare, Carnegie 
House, Piccadilly, London, W.1. 


REDUCED COUPONS FOR DAMAGED GOODS 

Under a Licence (8S. R. & O. No. 1254, price 1d.) now 
made by the Board of Trade, traders will be able to sell at 
reduced coupon values or even for no coupons at all, goods 
which have been damaged by enemy action or are shop 
soiled or otherwise imperfect. The price at which the goods 
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must be sold to benefit by this concession depends upon the 
kind of garment and the number of coupons which would 
be needed for a new article. 


(1) The precise arrangements are that goods may be sold to the 
public coupon-free or at half-coupon rates where the sale price 
including Purchase Tax does not exceed the amount shown in 
the first*or second columns respectively of the following table— 
multiplied by the number of coupons appropriate for new goods.

For example, a man’s lined woollen jacket that is imperfect may 
be sold for half the ordinary coupon value if the sale price does 
not exceed 13s. and coupon-free at 6s. 6d.; a cotton shirt at 
3s. 4d. or 1s. 8d. respectively ; a woman’s cotton dress at 4s. 8d. 
or 2s. 4d. and women’s stockings at Is. 4d. or 8d. 

(2) For sales between one trader and another the concession applies 
when the price is not more than three-quarters of the amounts as 
calculated above. (The prices are in all cases inclusive of Pur- 
chase Tax.) 


AGRICULTURAL WORKERS: AND CLOTHES 
RATIONING 


Employers in agriculture who customarily provide 
protective clothing for their workers may until further notice 
purchase for their employees types of overalls and other 
protective clothing and footwear which are not exempt 
from the Consumer Rationing Order (see the ‘“‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ”’ of 5 June 1941, page 365), and which are 
necessary for safety or health, without coupons and free of 
quota. 

Employers wishing to avail themselves of this arrange- 
ment must obtain a certificate from the Executive Officer 
of the Agricultural Executive Committee concerned stating 
that the clothing (the nature and quantity of which must 
be specified) is required for safety or health. This certificate 
must be surrendered with the order to the supplier and can 


be used by the trader as the equivalent to the number of. 


coupons. 
In addition, wholesalers or manufacturers may supply 
clothing to an equivalent coupon-value against these 
certificates outside their quota under the Limitations of 
Supplies Orders.* Executive Officers of Agricultural 
Executive Committees and the responsible officer of any 
Land Drainage Authority may certify in a similar manner 
for protective clothing provided for their own employees. 


PURCHASE OF CLOTHING BY COMFORTS 
FUNDS AND CHARITABLE ORGANISATIONS 


Certain organisations such as charities, who are distribut- 
ing clothing are required to collect coupons. These loose 
coupons may be used for the retail purchase of further 
supplies of rationed goods if the trader is furnished with a 
signed certificate from the organisation stating that it is 
required by the Board of Trade to collect coupons, and has 
not been directed to deliver any coupons so obtained to the 
Board. 

Organisations such as war relief funds, regimental 
comforts funds and civilian charitable organisations are 
included in this arrangement, which is not limited to cor- 
porate bodies, and those wishing to obtain the facility 
should apply to the Board of Trade, Pine Court, Bourne- 
mouth, by whom a direction to them will be issued.

VENEZUELA 
IMPORT AND EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the * Board of Trade Journal ” of 23 January last (page 47), 
telegraphic information has been received from H.M. 
Representative at Caracas stating that a Presidential 
Decree published on 23 July authorises operations of two 
exchange markets, viz., controlled and free, the former to 
be managed by the Central Bank, the latter being left in 
the hands of commercial banks established in the country. 
Only persons possessing licences from the Import Control 
Commission will be allowed to acquire foreign exchange on 
the controlled market. 

The available controlled foreign exchange will be rationed 
as follows :—15 per cent. for official and administrative 
purposes and 85 per cent. for payment of authorised 
imports. The exchange rates in the controlled market will 
be fixed by the Central Bank. Licences given to acquire 
exchange for imports will automatically expire if the goods 
have not arrived in the country within 120* days of the 
date of issue, but this period may be extended upon 
application.

The importance of effectively rot-proofing sandbags and 
materials of a similar nature cannot be over-emphasised. The 
great wastage, due to the absence of such treatments, involves a 
grave misuse of shipping space. 

There is also the further likelihood that at a crucial moment 
the bag will be found to be useless for its purpose with a possible 
loss of life and property. 

It is therefore opportune to record the publication of the

PHOTO-ELECTRIC DEVICES FOR DETECTION OF 
INCENDIARY BOMBS 


A further Specification in the series of British Standards for 
automatic devices for the detection of incendiary bombs has 
been issued by the British Standards Institution. This new 
Specification (BS/ARP 60) deals with the performance of 
special electric devices for the detection of burning incendiary 
bombs. 
™\There are three main types of photo-electric devices dealt with 
in the Specification, these being photo-conductive cells, photo- 
emissive cells, and photo-voltaic cells, together with their 
associated equipments. 

The Specification defines the performance of the detector in 
terms of operating distance, and a standard method of test to 
determine the operating distance is prescribed. The Specification 
also lays down various conditions for the general design of the 
equipment with a view to ensuring reliability in operation, and 
some instructions are given regarding the method of installation 
and how to carry out tests after installation.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa :— 

General trade is being maintained at the larger centres, and 
reports indicate a fair volume of business in country districts. 
With a view to checking the increases in the cost of living, the 
Minister of Finance has announced his intention of appointing a 
Price Controller, the initiation of a more active policy in respect 
of the control of prices and profits, and the extension of the 
control of profits to apply to agriculture products after leaving 
the producer. A shortage of labour is reported in some industries, 
notably the engineering, clothing and furniture industries, but 
activity in general is being well maintained and prospects are 
favourable.

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GoLtp OvuTPrut: Ramway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output in July (27 working days) was 
1,225,772 fine ounces with a value, including the premium, op 
the basis of £8 8s. a fine ounce, of £10,296,485, compared with 
1,195,536 fine ounces with a value, on the basis of £8 8s. a fine 
ounce of £10,042,502 for July 1940 (also 27 working days). The 
average daily output, compared with the previous month, 
decreased by 1,851 fine ounces to 45,399, and the number of 
natives employed rose slightly to 363,473. The output and value 
for July 1941 constitute records which are 6,704 fine ounces and 
£56,314 respectively in excess of the previous records established 
in May 1941. 

Railway earnings from 6 July to 9 August were £3,807,821, 
compared with £3,440,232 for the corresponding period of the 
previous year. 

A report issued by the Department of Agriculture indicates that 
farming conditions for July were on the whole satisfactory. The 
crops in most areas were promising, and the condition of livestock 
in Cape Province and Natal reasonably good, but less satis. 
factory in the Transvaal, the Low Veld and the Orange Free 
State owing to disease in some areas and a scarcity of green food 
in others. 


Maize, Woot anp HipEs 


Maize in the Transvaal has dried well and yields are satis. 
factory, while very good crops are reported in the Orange Free 
State. The market is fairly steady, although the demand for 
yellow grades is small. Wheat crop reports are promising. 

The wool markets are still seasonally dormant. Sales of 
mohair summer firsts have been reported at 13d. to 14d. a pound. 
Interest is now being directed to winter hair, but it is believed 
that demand may be restricted owing to the uncertainty of 
shipping facilities. 

Sun-dried hides are steady but drysalted easier. Sheepskins 
are weaker. Gloving skins have declined and goatskins were 
also cheaper, although offerings were readily cleared. 

Ostrich feathers are unchanged. 

Wattlebark is in demand on India account, and a small volume 
of business has been done with America. 

The export of oranges amounted to 44,534 tons, compared 
with 116,573 tons for the corresponding period of the previous 
season. Early reports on deciduous fruit indicate that the crop 
will be larger than the 1940-41, and it is understood that the 
Fruit Board is preparing a scheme for the disposal of the crop. 

Wholesale business in soft goods is satisfactory, and reports 
state that orders placed with agents for British goods have 
improved owing to the closing of the Japanese market. Turn- 
overs in the retail section of the trade are steady.

TRADE IN APRIL 


As compared with April, 1940, the value of food, drink and 
tobacco rose by Rs. 2,447,714 to Rs. 13,469,844, while all other 
classes registered decreases. Raw materials and articles mainly 
unmanufactured declined by Rs. 1,734,720 to Rs. 3,107,223 ; 
articles mainly manufactured by Rs. 370,739 to Rs. 8,511,096 
and animals not for food by Rs. 5,930 to Rs. 14,170. 

As regards domestic exports, raw materials and articles mainly 
unmanufactured rose by Rs. 3,402,763 to Rs. 11,317,298 ; food, 
drink and tobacco by Rs. 472,055 to Rs. 20,982,611 and articles 
mainly manufactured by Rs. 24,557 to Rs. 95,015 between the 
same period.

BRUNEI 
IMPORT DUTY ON MANUFACTURED TOBACCO 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Notification 
No. 54 of 1941 which increases the Preferential Duty on manu- 
factured tobacco excluding cigars, cigarettes, snuff and native 
tobacco, under item II (d) of the Brunei Customs Tariff, from 
$1-30 to $1-50 per Ib. 


CEYLON 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ 
of 23 August (page 108) regarding the total prohibition of 
importation of certain goods into Ceylon, H.M. Representative 
in Colombo has reported by telegraph that the Ceylon Customs 
are prepared to exempt from the prohibition goods proved to 
have been placed on board the conveying vessel prior to 14 
August, the proof required being a certificate of the vessel’s 
agents, countersigned in the case of foreign ports by a British 
Consul. Special consideration will be given to cases where 
shipment subsequent to 14 August is unavoidable and proof of 
delivery at docks prior to that date is adduced. 


EIRE 
IMPORTATION OF ONIONS 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin reports 
that the Minister for Agriculture has made an Order entitled 
the “‘ Onions (Regulation of Import) Order 1941,” which provides 
for the prohibition of the importation into Eire of onions, except 
under licence, as from 12 August 1941.

QUOTA ON WOOLLEN AND WORSTED 
TISSUES 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Control of Imports 
(Quota No. 13, Sixteenth Period) (Amendment and Second 
Additional Quota) Order, 1941, made on 14 August, relating to 
certain woven tissues of wool or worsted exceeding 3s. in value 
per square yard. The Order extends the duration of the sixteenth 
quota period from 31 October 1941 to 30 April 1942, and increases 
the quota for the period by 700,000 square yards of which 
680,000 square yards shall have been manufactured in the 
United Kingdom or Canada. 


FEDERATED MALAY STATES, KEDAH AND 
JOHORE 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


A Supplement to the “ Federated Malay States Government 
Gazette’? of 28 April contains a copy of the Importation of 
Goods (Empire Countries) (Conditional Prohibition) Order, 1941, 
which prohibits the importation into the Federated Malay 
States, except under licence, of certain iron and steel goods 
from any country, territory or place in the British Empire, the 
currency of which is on a sterling basis other than the Straits 
Settlements and the Unfederated Malay States of Johore, Kedah, 
Kelantan, Trengganu and Perlis, and from Egypt, Iraq or the 
Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 

The “‘ Kedah Government Gazette Extraordinary ” of 5 May 
contains a copy of a similar order, and H.M. Representative at 
Singapore has reported that the “‘ Johore Government Gazette ” 
of 14 May reports similar restrictions on imports into Johore. 

The list of prohibited goods in each case is similar to that 
published in connection with the Straits Settlement (see notice 
in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 26 June, page 414). 


NORTHERN RHODESIA 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


A supplement to the Northern Rhodesia Government Gazette 
of 4 July contains a copy of Open General Import Licence No. 2 
of 1941, which is reproduced below :— 


OPEN GENERAL Import LIcENCE No. 2 oF 1941 


In exercise of the powers conferred upon me by section 5 of 
the Exports and Imports (Emergency Powers) Ordinance, 
1939, and Proclamation No. 4 of 1941, I hereby declare Open 
General Import Licence No. 1 of 1941 (published as Government 
Notice No. 80 of 1941) to be cancelled with effect from the date 
of publication of this Notice, save as hereunder provided, and I 
hereby authorise the importation into the Territory of the 
following goods under the conditions hereunder set out : 

1. Goods in transit through the Territory. 

2. Used property and effects, including motor vehicles, of 
persons arriving to settle in the Territory. 

3. Stores imported by the Military Authorities. 

4. Spare parts, but not accessories, for : 


(a) Motor vehicles. 

(b) Machinery and machines, except single-furrow ploughs 
weighing less than 100 lbs. 

(c) Radio apparatus. 

(d) Typewriters, but not including typewriter ribbons. 

(e) Clocks and watches, but not cases therefor. 


5. Commercial Travellers’ samples. 

6. Goods proved to the satisfaction of an Officer of Customs 
to have been supplied in normal quantities in fulfilment of an 
order (other than an order for goods to be supplied from duty- 
paid stocks in Southern Rhodesia or the Union of South Africa 
or a standing order for goods to be supplied at intervals) which 
was accepted by the suppliers on or before the 3rd May, 1941. 

7. Goods supplied in fulfilment of an order (other than an order

SOUTHERN RHODESIA 


RESTRICTION OF IMPORTATION OF EDIBLE 
VEGETABLE OILS AND SESAMUM SEED 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of Government 
Notice No. 295, dated 27 June 1941, published in the “ Govern- 
ment Gazette’ of the same date, which contains the following 
regulations regarding the importation into Southern Rhodesia 
of edible vegetable oils and sesamum seed :— 

(i) No person shall import any edible vegetable oils produced 
elsewhere than in the Union of South Africa, Basuto- 
land, Swaziland, the Bechuanaland Protectorate or 
Northern Rhodesia except under permit issued by the 
Minister of Finance and Commerce. 

(ii) No person shall import sesamum seed grown elsewhere 
than in the Union of South Africa, Basutoland, 
Swaziland, the Bechuanaland Protectorate, Northern 
Rhodesia or in the Province of Mozambique south of 
the Zambesi River except under permit issued by the 
Minister of Finance and Commerce. 

These regulations supersede those contained in Government 
Notices Nos. 196 of 1939 and 661 of 1940 relating to ground nut 
oil, sesamum oil, sesamum seed and cotton seed oil, particulars 
of which were published in the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
25 May 1939 (page 782) and 20 February 1941 (page 120). 
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TRINIDAD 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The following is the text of a notice, dated 25 June, published 
in the “ Trinidad Gazette Extraordinary ” of 27 June regarding 
certain restrictions on the importation of goods into Trinidad :— 

Lists of goods the importation of which is prohibited from all 
sources and of goods the importation of which is prohibited 
except from Empire sources. 

All goods other than those described in these lists may be 
allowed to be imported under licence as before, but subject 
nevertheless to any quotas which have been, or may hereafter be, 
fixed and to any prohibitions or restrictions imposed by law. 

The prohibitions set forth in the lists will be subject to the 
following qualifications, namely :— 

(1) Notwithstanding the prohibitions, the competent 
authority may allow importation under special licence 
of goods as to which he is satisfied that they were 
bona fide ordered before the date of this notice ; 

(2) The prohibitions will not apply to goods as to which 
the competent authority is satisfied that they are 
required by the naval, military or air authorities of 
His Majesty’s Forces ; 

(3) The prohibitions will not apply to goods as to which the 
competent authority is satisfied that they are being 
imported in the circumstances’ described in 
Article XTV (1) of the agreement signed in London on 
27 March 1941, for the leasing of bases to the United 
States of America ; 

(4) The prohibitions will not apply to goods as to which a 
certificate of the Director of Medical Service is pro- 
duced to the competent authority that they are 
required for use in hospitals or similar institutions or 
otherwise for medicinal purposes ; 

(5) In the case of goods prohibited to be imported from 
sources other than Empire sources, the competent 
authority may allow importation under special licence 
from sources other than the Empire sources in cases 
in which he is satisfied that the goods are not obtain- 
able from Empire sources and that the importation 
of the goods is essential ; J 

(6) The competent authority may allow the importation 
under special licence of machinery or mechanical 
devices required to replace similar machinery or 
devices in use in an existing business or for use ina 
new business to be started; provided that no such 
importation will be allowed from non-Empire sources 
if the goods are available from Empire sources.

The advantages of the Air Mail Service over transmission by 
the normal routes will vary according to the time and place of 
posting. The acceleration will be between 6 and 24 hours. 
Generally, letters posted early in the day in England, Scotland 
and Wales will secure no advantage in being carried by air. 

Letters for Northern Ireland posted in London too late for the 
collections in the head districts at noon, and in the sub-districts 
at 10.30 a.m. will secure about 24 hours’ acceleration.
